Death Trial

The ends of a strong prosecu­ 
tion’s web, blessed with a real 
bonanza in circumstantial evi­ 
dence. are enmeshing for the 
district attorney’s office as the 
Donald G. Corbett Jr. murder 
trial goes into its sixth week to­ 
morrow in Marin Superior Court.

It has been said by a poet more skillful of 
word-manipulation than I, that beauty is in 
the eyes of the beholder.

And some 
will see only that which is in the direct line 
of their personal stove-pipe vision range* or 
that which is directed to their attention. \Ve 
do have an assortment of non-wood Charlie 
McCarthys around* you know. 
It is not my forte to wax poetic, I prefer 
hiuntness. The fuzzy-thinkers who expound 
eloquently and tearfully over the "nasty ' 
siuht of Tram isco Blvd. and the impression 
this si^ht Kites the visitor to Martelons 
Marin, give tne a pain right about here. Be• 
tween sobs, you get the message they’d like 
to hat e both sides o f the highway done tip 
in nothing but bucolic splendor, like trees 
and hushes and stuff like that. S o awful 
people messing up the placet anting a living. 
Got to get that smile o f appreciation from 
the passing tourists. And they will pass — 
right Ity, and stop where the turn-fuzzy* 
minded hate control and tolerance for tax- 
producing and-paying enterprises. 
()h* but the mind of the would-be heautifier 
is an intricate mechanism! It enables the 
owner to become terribly offended at the 
sight of a sign, because it has lights which 
scintillate in two colors! This specially 
equipped mind then preversely permits 
this impractical visionary to block out the 
sight of utility poles, placed with monot­ 
onus regularity every hundred feet or so 
along both sides of the highway. 
Now, here’s a sight any layman can describe 
as "u g ly ” You don’t have to he a poet to 
cringe at the offensive spectacle of tar- 
smeared monstrosities, strung together, and 
eat h hearing its harden (>f cancerous*clusters

Elimination of the ghastly sight of mangled 
cars and bodies should he incentive enough, 
ev en for the most impractical. 
Doug Cowan and I are interested in operat­ 
ing Ames Ford in a manner calculated to 
bring a reasonable projit to us, a good livli* 
hood to some 55 men and women and their 
fam ilies a substantial purchaser o f local 
goodv and sen ices, and a not-insignificant 
tax producer. And we want to do all this in 
a manner designed to gam the conjidence 
and acceptance o f as many people in Marin 
County as possible. We keep no soap boxes 
on our premises, and we espouse no causes, 
since we feel opinions are private and sacred. 
These observations are made, therefore, not 
in the interests of controversy, but, rather 
as an open-letter defense against isolated, 
hut irritating opposition to virtually every 
step of our planning and building the present 
Ames Ford building, lot and surrounding 
area.

Being practical, progressive, and aggressive 
by nature, Doug Cowan and I are under* 
standably sensitive toward impractical and 
unrealistic approaches in any form.

Sunny Hills Abreast Of 
Changes In Child Care 


The Sunny Hills site in San Anselmo 
now is being graded and prepared for 
Marin s pioneer child welfare organi­ 
sation's new home for adolescent chil­ 
dren, Which is another example of the 
foresight and p rogress of this 70-year- 
old institution. 
Since it opened in 1895 as an or­ 
phanage, Sunny Hills has kept abreast 
of changing conditions in the field of 
children; trends brought about by leg­ 
islation and 
transitions that have 
evolved in this important welfare field. 
Now, an independent organization sup­ 
ported by Bay Area residents and or­ 
ganizations and by its historic Grape 
Festival, Sunny Hills is again entering 
a new field— as our only non-sectarian 
institution devoted to the problems of 
the adolescent child. 
Current site preparation will be fol­ 
lowed by construction of Sunny Hills 
Adolescent Children's Home. This will 
provide accommodation for 40 adoles­ 
cents, plus administrative facilities for 
Sunny Hills. Completion is hoped for 
by next spring. 
This will not be just mother chil­ 
dren’s home. It is for adolescents, 
whom Sunny Hills will prepare for en­ 


tering an adult world, It will have 
many programs specifically for adoles­ 
cents with problems, benefitting the 
children from all parts of the Bay 
Area, who are referred to it or directly 
placed by parents. Additionally, two 
group residences — one for six boys, 
one for six girls—will be temporary 
home during transition from the home 
to world. 
This is in keeping with the Sunny 
Hills foresight. Sunny Hills was a pio­ 
neer in creating the cottage plan for 
children—now being used all over the 
nation. It also led in adaptation of prov­ 
en social service therapy. And as the 
need for orphanages diminished, it 
helped parents and children during 
World War II as a child eare center. 
Changing times left a vacant place 
for a determined private agency’s re­ 
sources for the adolescent. Sunny Hills 
has embarked on its new program— 
realizing that it faces an even greater 
responsibility than the nermal family 
home in preparing its youngsters for 
their place in our society. 
C ost of site prepration and the new 
home is estimated at $650,000 — in 
case public-spirited Marinites are in­ 
terested.

Bracero Ban Hastens Day When 
Mexico Will Lead Farm Output

SACRAMENTO (CNS1 - The 
changing face of California 
from an underpopulated, rural 
state to a fast-growing area of 
more people, more business, 
more industry and more sub­ 
divisions brings up the ques­ 
tion of where will the food 
come from in the future? 
For some time, economists 
have pointed out the removal 
of prime agricultural land for 
highways, subdivisions, indus­ 
tries and other purposes than 
the production of food. 


THE RAPIDITY of the trans­ 
formation causes some to be­ 
lieve that In another couple of 
generations, agriculture, now 
the top industry in California, 
will become a minor factor in 
the economic life of the state. 
The Council of California 


Growers, an organization de­ 
voted to promotion of agricul­ 
tural interests in this state, 
points out from extensive re­ 
ports that one of the answers 
as to where the food will come 
from is the addition of more 
agricultural land in neighbor­ 
ing Mexico to the growing of 
products to be sold in the 
United States. 
With growing markets for 
agricultural products, the na­ 
tion has had no trouble so far 
in absorbing increased imports 
from 
Mexican 
agricultural 
areas, and probably will not 
have for some time to come. 


THE COUNCIL of growers 
uses the situation to show the 
fallacies of congressional ac­ 
tion in eliminating the Mexican 
labor, or “bracero,” program 
used since the war by Cali­ 
fornia agriculture.

In other words, one of the 
effects of this action will be 
to promote greater agricul­ 
tural production in Mexico in 
direct competition with Cali­ 
fornia products. 
This can result from the fact 
that the greater marketing de­ 
mands of the nation will need 
additional 
supplies of 
fruit 
and produce from some new 
source. Production in Califor­ 
nia will be on the decline in­ 
stead of the increase, although 
it is not expected to stop. Costs 
of producing in California in 
comparison with Mexico are 
even now so much higher they 
preclude real competition. 


MEXICO IN 14 years has 
doubled its irrigated acreage, 
increased agricultural exports 
by 65 per cent, and rapidly is 
becoming able to fill the mar­ 
ket vacuum for cantaloupes, 
tomatoes, 
strawberries 
and 
oranges, as well as many other 
fresh products. 
Farm labor in Mexico, sta­ 
tistics 
show, 
receives 
the 
equivalent of $1.50 per day, 
while the average wage in 
California amounts to about 
$1.33 per hour. 


DECLINES 
IN 
California 
production eventually will af­ 
fect more than the field work­ 
er. It will make a big differ­ 
ence. 
said O. W. 
Fillerup, 
executive 
vice 
president 
of 
the council, to the many thou­ 
sands of workers employed in 
agriculture - related industries, 
which include packing sheds, 
ice plants, canneries, freezing 
plants, dehydrators. truck and 
rail lines. 
As the council has pointed 
out for some time, there is no 
adequate domestic labor sup­ 
ply to take the place of the 
bracero. 
Such supply as is 
available has been tried and 
found 
wanting. 
Meanwhile, 
making use of Mexican labor 
illegal 
merely 
hastens 
the 
day when agriculture will be 
of minor importance in Cali­ 
fornia.

All of which proves 
that flattery m ay not defeat the 
contract but at least it m akes 
your partner a cheerful loser. 
E ast could have been a cheer­ 
ful winner if he had paid more 
attention to his own play. East 
spared the six of hearts at the 
first trick as an encouraging 
signal. The encouragem ent to 
continue hearts was wasted, for 
South refused the first trick and 
West had no other heart to lead. 
USELESS SWITCH 
West had to switch to a dif­ 
ferent suit, but nothing could 
help him. The shift to clubs was 
won in dum m y, and declarer 
naturally began to work on the 
diamonds. 
W’hen E ast took the king of 
diamonds he led another heart, 
anu South won a finesse with the 
jack. D eclarer then knocked out 
the other top diamond and could 
claim the rest of the tricks. 
As every a l e r t reader has 
surely noticed, E ast deserved no 
praise for his play at the first 
trick. Instead of signalling with 
the six of hearts, East must 
overtake with the king of hearts. 
If South refuses the first trick, 
E ast wins with his king of hearts 
and can continue with another 
heart to force out one of de­ 
clarer’s stoppers. South must try 
to develop the diamonds, but 
cannot do so In time. E ast takes 
the king of diamonds and knocks 
out the ace of hearts. E ast then 
gets in with the ace of diamonds 
in time to run the rest of the 
hearts.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE R. VAN DILIEN 


White Spots On Skin Show Up In 
Summertime, Are Hard To Treat 


Some people lose skin pigment in 
irregular islands (vitiligo). T hese indi­ 
viduals do not look forward to the sum ­ 
mer months because exposure to the 
sun aggravates the condition. 
White 
patches on the face, neck, arms, or 
back of the hands become whiter and 
more noticeable. This is an illusion; the 
normal skin surrounding the white 
spots tans whereas the unpigmented I 
areas remain the same, 
Vitiligo presents a challenge)— ---------------- 
to dermatologists The patches 
; are round or irreg u lar in shape 
i and vary in size. Only one or 
two may be present or depig­ 
mentation may involve half the 
body surface. The hairs over 
the affected skin may lose their 
color, 
VITILIGO SHOULD not be 
confused with albinism, in which 
there is no pigment. In vitilig- 
nous areas pigment is lacking 
but pigment-forming cells (mel­ 
anocytes) may exist. Successful 
treatment depends upon wheth­ 
er these cells can be stimulated 
with hormones or methoxsalen 
drugs. 
The latter are taken orally or 
painted over the lesions. This 
makes the skin overly sensitive 
to ultraviolet light. The mel­ 
anocytes may be stimulated pro­ 
vided the individual is exposed 
to a gradually increasing dosage 
of sunlight about 45 minutes 
after the medicine is used 
BURNING MUST be avoided 
and the product should never 
be used except under the super­ 
vision of a physician. Further­ 
more, it takes several months 
for repigmentation to occur and 
users must be on the alert for 
side reactions. 
The psoralens are tricky to 
use and most victims will find 
it safer to stick with the older 
remedies. Avoid the sun to pre­ 
vent tanning of the normal skin. 
Stain the patches the color of 
normal skin. There are several 
stains available but the proper 
mixture is needed. Therefore it 
is wiser to consult a specialist. 
S o m e dermatologists recom­ 
mend tattooing the white spots 
with gold salts. Four to 12 treat­ 
ments usually are needed and 
the best results are seen on 
face and neck. 
Alpha-MSH is a melanocyte 
stimulating hormone that may 
offer hope for the future. It acts 
directly on the pigment forming 
cells, but its use in this condi­ 
tion has not been evaluated.
